The recurrence to-day of the yearly festival
of Bt. Valentine brings with it the annual delu
of printed plctorial matter now displayed In
store windows In every variety. The printed
valentine as we now hbave It is about one hun-
dred and forty years old. This, however, is only
the real valentine of the sentimental kind. The
comie wvariety is of much later date, and be-
sides s pre-eminently a Yankee invention.

Previous to the time of the printed valentine
the day was observed byhe givingz of bhand-
some valentines in the shape of substantial
romanu which lover gave to mlstress or man

wife.

Though the prevalence of the custom of
sending loving or other misgives 18 nol so0 gane-
ral now as formerly, yet the trade in the article
is conslderable, and It ie sald by valentine deal-
ers of the present time that nenrlf AL many
valentines are sent, taking the whole country
Into account, as ever. The wholesale trade of
the whole conntry is said to reach hall a million
dollars a year. The business s mostly in the
hands of seven or eight firms, two of which are
in Worcester, Mase., and one in Phlladelphia.
These mwanufactories receive ordera from all
parts of the Union, the Western States buying
more than the East. A dealer in valentines
gnys that twenly milllons of the “comic” variety
are sold in the United Biates every year, and a
New York retall dealer sold filty gross in less
than a week Iast Februnary. The business is
carried on by stationers and publishers, who are

glad to avall themselves of this folly to fill up
the dull season after the holidays. The
laced and embossed paper, the wreaths of

flowers, cuplds and hearts and quivers are im-
poried from England and Germany and worked
up bere by girle, sometimes thirty or forly being
employved by one firm. The stock caricaturos
of the eomic variety are reproduced from the
enme blocks year after year, while every fashion-
able vagary that affords material for a “‘hit" is
seized upon for variety. These daubs are made
at so triflling a cost that the manufacturers and
relallers make their profits when they are sold
for a penny. As insignificant a3 valeotines
eeom, they furnish employment to hundreds of
people for a portion of the year, and are In their
w,ty a basis of commerce.
hls year the new comic subjects appear to
deal mostly with Fenlans, politicians, and
women's rights. Of course the earleatures of
the varlous professions are hardly compliment-
ary, though they are not wanting in a ceriain
force and vigor. We are pleased to say, from
careful observation, that anyibing improper is
carefully avoided. Firat-class houses in this
special line print their names on their produc-
tions, €0 that in case Pat, who cannot read,
urchaees from o vender equady illiterate. who
nows the house he buys his stock from, he can
feel asrured that in hisabit of fun there is nothing
that can shock the mest fastidious of Biddies.
We look over at random a gross of pictures, and
find fael young men and do. do. ladies. Heart
breakers (male and female), quacks, milliners,
aristocrats, furriners, penny-a-liners, bar-
tenders, contractors, thin legs, charmers,
blowers, migchief.makers, termagants, dentists,
junkmen, and Mr. Poke-your-nose-in-other-
peoples’-businers, ote. ete. If we are struck with
the designs, we can't say as much for the color,
which is put on rather crudely. Of course they
all bave thelr four or six lines of doggerel,

The increase of duty for the Post Office ofli-
clals on the 14th of February la considerable,
even in this ¢ity. In New York last year 25,000
mail letters and 170,000 city letters in excess of
the regular quantity were distributed during
Valentine week, but this year it 1a thonght that
gomething like 500,000 can safely be counted on.
The recipients are mostly the servants of the
various bouseholds, Bridget coming in for by
far the largest share, though houses having
pretty chambermaidst hereinare besieged by the
postman.

From the Secretary of Lhe Treasury
the usual communications were recelved, The
package of reserved coins from the Mint and
the branches at San Francisco, Cal., and Cargon
City, Nevada, was opened and found to corres-
pond with the recorde. Tne respective commit-
tees on "'welghing” and “‘assay” were then ap-
polnted, and the commission adjourned until
this afternoon, when the reports of those com-
mittees will be received and recorded in the
minutes, and tken after a frugal Government
repast, the commission will adjourn sine die.

The Financial Oendition of the Concern—Tea
Lenne to the Roadiog Railroad Co.— Ths Bad
of n Rivaley In Conl Shares—A Bix Bainnce
Unnvallable fer Dividends.

This morning the aunual meeting of the
Yehuylkill Navigatlon Compsaoy was held a
No. 417 Walnut street. Mr. Frederick Fraley
called the meeting to order and nominated Mr.
A. J. Derbyakire as chairman, which was
agreed to. Mr, Willlam M. Tilghman was ap-
pointed secretary. The minutes of the last an-
nual meeting were read aed approved.

Mr. Fraley, the President of the company,
read the annual report of the Board of Mauagers,
frem which we make this abstract: —

By the leasing of the works and the sale of
certaln renl and personal estate to the Phila-
delphia and Reading Rallroad Compauy, uoder
the resolutions adopted on the 23d of June last,
the duty of providing for transportation and
the collection of tolis censed nas of the 15t of
June, 1870, By a temporary arrangement, the
care of the works was contlnued by us {rom the
1st of June until the 12th of July, per account
of the railroad compuny, and on the last-
pamed day the formal leage and other papers of
conveyance were duly executed and dellvered
by botb companles,

We have therefore Lo report, first, the locome
receipts of the company {rom the opeuning of
navigation until June 1, 1870; aud, secoundly,
the result of the whole year by combining with
them the income derived afterwards from all
sources, and the application of the total income:

This shows a great difference compared with
the business of 1569, but its falling off Is fully
accounted for by the continuance and very
heavy, extraordinary features of the strike
among the miners in the spring and summer of
1570, The report of the Reading Rallroad
Company shows that from June, 1870, to the
cloge ob the senson, the anthracite conl tonnage
of the canal was 494 852 tons, making, with the
quantity previonely carried, a total of 527,201
tons, being a difference of 171,677 tons less
than im 1509.

Tre interest on the boat and car loans of 1563
and 1804, and the taxes thereon, amounted to
#48,577°75, towarda the payment of which we
received from boatinstalments $8503 01, leaving
a deflciency of $43,074'74. Durlng the same
time we had to ndvance for the expense of the
transportation line the sum of $20,158-09, These
differences againgl the income account of Lhe
company caused a very large Increase of the
floating debt, and,as there seemed to be a speedy
termination of the stock, excited serious appre-
hension of flnancial trouble on July 1, when
a very large amount of Interest fell due on the
funded debt. Upto June we were cheerfully

come, we think we can very properly con-
gratulate you on its consummation.

The Right Ron. Sir Staflerd Nerthoote,

This distinguished statesman, who has been
appointed by Great Britain a member of the
joint high commission to settle the Alabamsa
and fiehery questions, in the place of Sir John
Rose, resigned, Is a Londoner by birth, and
barely past fifty years of age. He I8 an Oxford
man by education, and In his year won for
Ballol College a high place in the university
honor lists, taking first-class in classics and
third in mathematics. He staudied for the bar
and was called in 1847,

Coming of a wealthy family, he was early
destined for a legislative career, and, in order
to obtaln the highest training for the public
service, ke became Mr. Gladstone's private
gecretary when that gentleman held the position
of President of the Board of Trade. In 1851 he
was one of the secretaries of the Exhibition
Committee, and for hils eervices was made a C.
B. His parliamentary career has been inter-
rupted at leas. once since his election for Dudley
in 1855, by his defeat when seeking the tfavors
of the electors of North Devon 1n 1857.

Bince then he has received the snffrages of
that body. He hasalways held a high position
on his side of the House. He had the reputation
of being an able financier, and the most skillfal
conservalive ecriticlsms of Mr. Gladstone's
budget statements not unfrequently came from
him. After a comparatively short preliminary
tralniog bhe was made Financial Becretary of
the Treasury in 1830. Lord Derby made him
FPresident of the Board of Trade in 1868, and
some montihs later he was appointed Becretary
of Btate for India.

His most important publication has been
‘““Twenty Years of Financial Polley, 1841-61.'"
8ir Btafford Northeote was on the British war
steamer Deerhound, whose reported loss In
December, 1869, ocensioned & great sensation in
England and this country.
